SIMON С AML HON. 


TheTe is little doubt that the venerable 
Simon Cameron has received his death stroke, 
and it is not unlikely that the dispatches of 
this afternoon will announce his demise. 
Paralysis does not always kill suddenly, but 
in his case it has attacked a form badly 
weakened and debilated with age and the 
labors of a wonderfully active and vigorous 
life. 
The scripture simile, 
“ Thou shall 
come to thy grave in a full age, 
like as a 
shock of corn eometli in in his season,” has a 
beautiful application to the passing away of 
Simon Cameron. 
Mr. Cameron was born at Lancaster, Pa., 
March 8, 179!). 
Left an orphan at an early 
age. he began life as a printer’s apprentice at 
the age of nine years. 
After working as a 
journeyman in Lancaster, Harrisburg and 
W ashington, he became in 1820 the owner of 
a small paper at Doylestown, Pa. Two years 
later he purchased a larger establishment in 
Harrisburg, 
lie accumulated wealth rapidly 
and 
in 
a 
few years 
became 
largely’ 
interested 
in 
banking 
and 
railroad 
building in his section of the state. 
His 
first 
office 
was 
that 
of 
Adjutant 
General of Pennsylvania. 
In 184o he was 
elected a United States Senator to till a va­ 
cancy, serving till 1849. 
At this time he was 
a Democrat. 
The repeal of the Missouri 
Compromise in 1854 made him a Republican, 
and in 1857 he was returned to the Senate by 
that party for the full term of six years. 
At 
the beginning of the secession agitation lie 
was so earnest an advocate of peace that his 
loyalty was mistakenly suspected. 
He was 
a candidate for President at the convention 
which nominated Abraham Lincoln, and also 
received several votes for Vice President 
Mr. 
Lincoln 
called 
him 
to 
hi 
lirst 
Cabinet 
as 
Secretary 
of 
War. 
In 
this 
positiou 
he 
advocated 
more aggressive war measures than Mr. Lin­ 
coln was prepared to carry out, and gave the 
Generals in the field instructions to employ 
the fugitive slaves under such organizations 
and in such occupations as exigencies may 
suggest or require,” 
In the original draft of 
Ids report to Congress, in December, 1861 
he advocated the arming of the slaves, but 
this was modified on consultation with the 
Cabinet. 
In January, 1862, }JL\ Cameron 
resigned from the Cabinet, and was imrnedi 
ately appointed Minister 
to 
Russia. 
In 
this 
position 
he 
was of 
great 
service 
in cementing the friendship between that 
country and our government which served 
a check upon the desires of other European 
powers to use their influence adversely to the 
Union cause. In November, 1862, he resigned 
the Russian mission and returned home. 
In 
1867 he was again elected to the Senate, and 
re-elected in 1873. 
On the retirement of 
Senator Sumner from the Chairmanship of the 
Committee on Foreign Atlairs in 1872 lie 
was selected to succeed him. In 1877 he retire«, 
permanently from the Senate by voluntary 
resignation, and was succeeded by his son 
John Donald Cameron, who had previously 
served a year in President Grant’s Cabinet a 
Secretary of War. 
Since his retirement he 
has not been active in politics, but his advice 
has been sought upon every important ques­ 
tion of national and state concern. 
A; 
leader of men he has had few equals in 
American politics.

Reform can only come through the enact­ 
ment of better election laws for the state. 
The Saxton ballot bill, w hich the Governor 
vetoed, would have made a repetition of this 
crime impossible. 
The gubernatorial dec 
tion of 1891 will probably “ remove” Hill, 
and until that time the people must wait 
with what patience they can, unless in the 
meantime they combine to elect a Legislature 
which shall have the numbers and the cour­ 
age to pass bills over his vetoes.

A P R O B A B L E REPUBLICAN GAIN. 


There is strong ground for the hope that 
the third Louisiana district, whose Repre­ 
sentative in Congress, Mr. Gay,died recently, 
wili send a Republican to W ashington to take 
his place. 
The district is good for 5,000 Re 
publican majority in any honest election, but 
Mr. Gay managed to succeed ex-Gov. Kel 
logg and to keep the place for three succes­ 
sive terms by the suppression of the negro 
vote. 
The same tactics are threatened again. 
The Democrats openly boast that if the Re­ 
publicans put up a candidate he will be 
beaten, if all the negroes in the district have 
to be influenced “ not to show up on election 
day.” 
Chairman Quay of tlie Republican 
National Committee has heard of this boast, 
and there will he men on the ground to see 
that the negroes are not influenced.

SIMON CAMERON. 


There is little doubt that the vfnetable 
Simon Cameron has received his death stroke, 
and it is not unlikely that the dispatches of 
this afternoon will announce his demise. 
Paralysis does not always kill suddenly, hut 
in his ease it lins attacked a form badly 
weakened and deflated with ape and the 
lictors of a wonderfully active and vigorous 
life. 
The scripture simile, 
“ Thou shalt 
come to thy crave in a full ace, like as a 
shock of corn cometh in in his season,” has a 
beautiful application to the passing away of 
Simon Cameron, 
Mr. Cameron was horn at Lancaster, Pa., 
March S, 1791). 
Left an orphan at an early 
age, he began life as a printer's apprentice at 
the age of nine years. 
After working as a 
journeyman in Lancaster, Harrisburg and 
W ashington, he became in 1820 the ow ner of 
a small paper at Doylestown, Pa. Two years 
later he purchased a larger establishment in 
Harrisburg. 
He accumulated wealth rapidly 
and 
in 
a 
few years 
became 
largely 
interested 
in 
banking 
and 
reilroad 
building in his section of the state. 
His 
first 
ofilce 
was 
that 
of 
Adjutant 
General of Pennsylvania. 
In 1H45 lie was 
elected a United States Senator to till a va­ 
cancy, serving till IMI). 
At this time he was 
a Democrat. 
The repeal of the Missouri 
Compromise in 18,%4 made him a Republican, 
nn<l in 1857 he was returned to the Senate by 
that party for the full term of six years. 
At 
the beginning of the secession agitation he 
was so earnest an advocate of pence that his 
loyalty was mistakenly suspected. 
He was 
a candidate for President at the convention 
which nominated Abraham Lincoln, and also 
received several votes for Vice Picsident.

Lincoln 
called 
him 
to 
his 
first 
Cabinet 
as 
Secretary 
of 
War. 
In 
this 
position 
lie 
advocated 
more aggressive war measures than Mr. Lin­ 
coln was prepared to carry out, and gave the 
Generals in the field instructions to employ 
the fugitive slaves under such organizations 
and in sin Ii occupations as exigencies moy 
suggest or require,” 
In the original draft of 
his rejHirt to Congress, in December, lsfil, 
lie advocated tile arming of the slaves, but 
this was modified on consultation with the 
Cabinet. 
In January, 1*<>2, JJr. Cameron 
resigned from the Cabinet, and was immedi­ 
ately appointed Minister 
to 
Russia.

SIMON CAMERON. 


TheTe is little doubt that the vfheiable 
Sim ou Cameron has received his death stroke, 
and it is not unlikely that the dispatches of 
this afternoon w ill 
announce his demise. 
Paralysis does not alw ays kill suddenly, but 
in his case it 1ms attacked a form badly 
w eakened and debilated w ith age and the 
labors of a w onderfully active and vigorous 
life. 
The scripture sim ile, 
“ T hou shall 
com e to thy grave in a full age, 
like as a 
shock o f corn cometh in in his season,” has a 
beautiful application to the passing away of 
Sim on Cameron. 
Mr. Cameron was born at Lancaster, Pa., 
March 8, 1799. 
Left nr. orphan at an early 
age, he began life as a printer’s apprentice at 
the age of nine years. 
A fter working as a 
journeym an in Lancaster, Harrisburg and 
W ashington, he became in 1820 the owner of 
a small paper at D oylestow n, Pa. Two years 
later he purchased a larger establishment in 
Harrisburg. 
He accum ulated wealth rapidly 
and 
in 
a 
few years 
became 
largely 
interested 
in 
banking 
and 
railroad 
building in his section of the state. 
Ilis 
first 
office 
was 
that 
of 
Adjutant 
General of Pennsylvania. 
In 1845 lie was 
elected a United States Senator to till a va­ 
cancy, serving till 1849. 
A t this time lie was 
a Democrat. 
The repeal of the Missouri 
Compromise in 1854 made him a Republican 
and in 1857 lie was returned to the Senate by 
that party for the full term of six years. 
At 
the begiuning of the secession agitation lie 
w as so earnest an advocate of peace that liis 
loyalty was m istakenly suspected. 
He was 
a candidate for President at the convention 
w hich nominated Abraham Lincoln, and also 
received several votes for V ice President. 
Mr. 
Lincoln 
called 
him 
to 
his 
first 
Cabinet 
as 
Secretary 
of 
War. 
In 
this 
position 
he 
advocated 
more aggressive war measures than Mr. Lin­ 
coln was prepared to carry out, and gave tli 
Generals in the field instructions to em ploy 
the fugitive slaves under such organizations 
and iu such occupations as exigencies may 
suggest or require,” 
In the original draft of 
his report to Congress, in December, 1861, 
he advocated the arm ing of the slaves, but 
this was modified on consultation with the 
Cabinet. 
Iu January, 1862, AJIr. Cameron 
resigned from the Cabinet, and was imm edi­ 
ately appointed Minister 
to 
Russia. 
In 
this 
position 
he 
was 
of 
great 
service 
in cem enting the friendship between that 
country and our governm ent w hich served as 
a check upon the desires of other European 
powers to use their influence adversely to the 
Union cause. In Novem ber, 1862, he resigned 
the Russian mission and returned home. 
In 
1867 he was again elected to the Senate, and 
re-elected in 1873. 
On the retirement of 
Senator Sumner from the Chairmanship of the 
Committee on Foreign Affairs in 1872 he 
was selected to succeed him . In 1877 he retired 
permanently from the Senate by voluntary 
resignation, and was succeeded by his son 
John Donald Cameron, w ho had previously 
served a year in President Grant’s Cabinet a 
Secretary of W ar. 
Since his retirement he 
has not been active in politics, bul his advice 
has been sought upou every important ques­ 
tion of national and state concern. 
As a 
leader of 
men he has had few equals in 
American politics. 


zens law fu lly entitled to vote may be looked 
upon as an enormous crime by the people in 
general, but the Dem ocratic grand jury did 
not so consider it.

They may rise iu their wrath 
and resolve to overthrow the ring by an over­ 
w helm ing majority, but the Democratic In­ 
spectors w ill be there, backed by a D em o­ 
cratic police, and the counting of the vote 
w ill leave the Democrats on top again. 
So it 
w ill go on from year to year. 
If the votéis 
of Albany do not yet know how helpless they 
are, aud how utterly im potent is the w ill of 
the m ajority, then they arc slow to learn. 
Reform can only come through the enact­ 
m ent of better election laws for the state. 
T he Saxton ballot bill, w hich the Governor 
vetoed, would have made a repetition of this 
crime impossible. 
T he gubernatorial d ec 
tion of 1891 will probably “ rem ove” Ilill, 
and until that time the people m ust wait 
w ith what patience they can, unless iu the 
meantime they com bine to elect a Legislature 
which shall have the numbers and the coui- 
age to pass bills over his vetoes.

A PROBABLE REPUBLICAN GAIN. 


There is stron^ trrouud for the hope that 
the third Louisiana district, whose Repre 
sentative in Congress, Mr. G ay,died recently, 
w ill send a Republican to W ashington to take 
his place. 
The district is good for 5,000 Re­ 
publican majority in any honest election, but 
Mr. Gay managed to succeed ex-Gov. K el­ 
logg and to keep the place for three succes­ 
sive terms by the suppression of the u< 
vote. 
The same tactics are threatened again. 
The Democrats openly boast that if the Re­ 
publicans put up a candidate he w ill be 
beaten, if all the negroes in the district have 
to be influenced “ not to show up on election 
d ay.” 
Chairman Qua}' o f the Republican 
National Committee has heard of this boast, 
aud there w ill he men on the ground to see 
that the negroes are not influenced. 
T he 
news of the boast has been communicated to 
the Republican adm inistration at W ashington, 
and it has also indicated a determination to 
see a fair election, as it has the right to do, 
since the choice of a Representative in Con­ 
gress is a national affair. 
A nd Gov. N ichols 
is lik ely to undertake the protection of the 
voters, rather than have his state dishonored 
by crim es that call for federal interference. 
A Republican gain in Louisiana will he of 
great value in strengthening the m ajority in 
the H ouse, aud no honorable and law ful 
effort will be spared for its accom plishment. 
A t present there are 164 Republicans and 158 
Democrats on the roll o f the House, with two 
seats in W est V irginia to be decided and one 
vacancy. 
A gain in Louisiana will raise the 
Republican majority to seven, aud the award­ 
ing o f the two elections in dispute in W est 
V irginia to Republicans will raise this in a 
jority to nine. 
T his w ill answer fo r a be­ 
ginning. 
The decision of several contested 
cases w ill double the m ajority later. 


ERASED W ITH ACIDS. 


IIuw th e G overnor V etoed H im self—W anted, 
a liig Surplus. 
[From the Albany Journal ] 
Governor Ilill appended his signature to 
the Capitol appropriation bill and the fem ale 
factory inspector bill, June 15, as announced 
in the Journal of yesterday. 
It w ill thus be 
seeu that the Governor approved of these tw o 
measures on what was really the last day per­ 
m itted him to dispose of bills left in his hands 
by the legislature. 
H e had nearly a month 
in which to consider their merits and de­ 
merits, and had com e to the conclusion that 
they ought to lie com e laws. 
H is discovery 
that they were hasty, faulty and ill-considered 
legislation was made at the eleventh hour and 
fifty-ninth minute. 
It is fortunate for the 
Governor that Sunday intervened in which 
he might have time to frame his suddenly in ­ 
spired objections. 
T he explanation really is very sim ple. T he 
fem ale factory inspector bill would have pro­ 
vided for the proper protection of the fem ale 
laboi iu the manufactories of the state, which 
is large and grow ing and is at present subject 
to glai ing im positions and abuses. But fem ale 
inspectors would attend to their duties and 
would not be able to control delegates and 
conventions and work at the polls for I). B. 
Ilill. 
It was the Governor s policy of “ econotnv” 
that led to the slaughter of the capítol hill. 
He is endeavoring to pile up a surplus in the 
treasury collected out of the peopleAhis year, 
which will be “ reduced,” without figuring in 
next year's tax, provided he can catch enough 
gudgeons with the econom y dodge to secure 
a H ill majority in the next legislature. 
For 
this reason the roof may continue to leak aud 
ruin the interior of the big building. 
Broken 
sewer pipes and drains may continue to fill 
the structure with sewer gas and imperil the 
health and lives of its occupants; the execu ­ 
tive chamber is on the corner of the building 
where air and sunlight cau l>c admitted. 
These are the reasons w hy the gubernatorial 
signatures of last Saturday were erased with 
acids before the bills were filed with the 
Secretary of State on .Monday.

A ilispateh from Fort Scott, Ivan., says 
James Hornaday, in sinking an artesian 
well on his farm, has discovered electric wa­ 
ter. It is clear and cold, nod its electrical 
force is very powerful. The dispatch, which 
has an air of Munchusemsm about it, says; 
“ To place both hands in the water at the 
same time is utterly impossible. The shock 
is so forcible that it will throw you aside 
with vigor, giving you to realize that a sec­ 
ond attempt will he quite unnecessary. When 
only one hand is placed in the water the ef­ 
fect is quite different. A steady, powerful 
electrical current passes through the body, 
beginning mildly at first, but soon becomes 
intensely vigorous and ultimately unbeara­ 
ble. '¡’he water is pleasant to the taste, but 
has an effect similar to that of scidlitz pow­ 
der. As soon as it enters the stomach an ef­ 
fusion takes place, and a foamy substance 
comes bubbling up with such force that it 
overflows the mouth and nostrils.” 
The present Shah is no ordinary Persian. 
He is one of the most enlightened rulers that 
have governed his country. In religion he is 
no fanatic. Every year, a few days before 
the fast of ¿50 days, known as Ramazan, he 
sets out upon a journey in his dominions, 
thus availing him self of ihe dispensation from 
fasting accorded to all travellers. He is an 
intelligent 
traveller, and he has given 
vivid descriptions of his observations in a 
series of diaries published in Persia, India 
and Turkey. As a writer in his own lan­ 
guage lie is not equalled by his contempora­ 
ries. Last year he wrote a paper in a Per­ 
sian journal*. Iran, upon a lake which had 
lately appeared between Room and Teheran. 
This article appeared suflicicntly important 
to justify its insertion in the “ Proceedings of 
tiie Geographical Society of Loudon.” Be­ 
sides prose. Nasr-Eddin lias tried his hand at 
poetry with hut indifferent success. Persia 
bristles with poets, and it requires no ordin­ 
ary qualities to shine among them.

The Board of Officers, consisting of Com­ 
modores Sioard and Sohlev, Engineer-in- 
Chief Melville, and Chief Naval Constructor 
Wilson have agreed upon the design for the 
7,¿500-ton steel cruiser and the 5 300 ton ves­ 
sel. The plan of the 7,500 ton vessel is 
modeled after an English type, with some o 1 
terations, which the Board agreed to. The 
vessel will lie 325 feet long W ith a pointed 
bow,

alda,

It 
is 
estimated that the vessel will cost, exclusive 
of armament. $3,500,000. The speed of this 
vessel is to be at least 19 knots per hour. It 
will be fitted with twin screws, and its en­ 
gines will he of the triple-expansion type. 
The same plan applies to the 5,300-ton ves­ 
sel, for which the estimated cost, exclusive 
of armament, will be $1,800,000. The 5,800- 
ton sliiji will also be fitted with twin screws, 
and, if the a*couimendation of the Board is 
carried out the vessel will show a speed of at 
least 20 knots. The Board has not yet agreed 
upon the battery for the vessel. The latest 
improvement in naval ordnance points to a 
gradual doing away of the old-fashioned 
broadside battery. In the two 3.000 ton and 
three 2 ,0 0 0-ton vessels recently advertised for 
the entire battery is to consist of rapid firing 
ordnance.

The strawberry and cherry crops along the 
Hudson Valley have been marketed. Wet 
weather injured the yield from one-third to 
one-half. The strawberries were unusually 
large in size, but they lucked the flavor of 
former seasons. 
The huckleberry, currant, raspberry and 
early peaeli crops arc about ready to ship, 
and all of them are above the average in 
poiut of quality and quantity. The peaches 
generally are beautifully colored. The late 
peach crop, which matures between the fir-t 
of October and November 15. will lie the 
largest ever grown between Cornwall and 
Catskill, a distance of over 70 miles. 
Pears, apples, apricots, plums and quinces 
ire vigorous and average yields will be mar­ 
keted. 
The great fruit staple, however, of 1889 is 
the euonnous tonnage of grapes now gnaw­ 
ing in the vineyards along the Hudson River 
and for a distance of from one to 15 miles in­ 
land. Careful estimates made yesterday and 
to-day show that the ’long shore product will 
exceed that of l ist year by nearly 15 000 
tons, and that was a phenomenally large one. 
Nine-tenths of the yield will be composed of 
Concords. Hundreds of new acres will come 
into bearing for the first time in ¡September, 
anil what tiie growers will do with them all 
is a puzzle. The large increase of Con­ 
cord 
grape 
acreage 
is 
due 
to the 
fact that 
this 
fine 
quality 
of 
fruit 
has never failed the producers. ’ Peaches and 
strawberries and other small fruits frequent­ 
ly fail to yield full crops, the Concord never. 
It has not failed once in the 25 years that it 
has been grown along the valley specially 
for the New-York market. This fall large 
quantities of the fruit will he shipped to 
points north, south, east and west, though 
New-York City will l»e the great center as in 
the past. 
Arrangements are being made to manufac­ 
ture wine extensively. The vintage pro­ 
duced from Concords has a very fair body, 
is cheap in price and is rapidly becoming 
popular as a table wine. It is oiily a ques­ 
tion of time when portions of the great grape 
growing section hereabout will become noted 
for the extent of the out put of its wine. In 
that respect it will he the California of the 
East. 
Every summer fruit growers at Highland 
and at other points announce that they in­ 
tend running opposition steamboat lines, 
special care in handling and lower rates for 
the carriage of fruits being the main induce­ 
ments offered. Brass bands are hired, can 
sons are fired, hut not a single opposition line 
has ever materialized to date. Two lines of 
boats have been started on paper this month, 
but as a matter of fact not even a tug has 
been hired nor will he. Just at present the 
growers have a grievance against the Pough­ 
keepsie Transportation Company, it being 
claimed that the lint* discriminates.

This man likes to fish because 
lie lias a fondness for being out-of-doors and 
especially a fondness for strolling along the 
beautiful streams in the Catskills. 
He likes 
the great trees and the moss-covered rocks, 
lie likes to look down into deep pools of pure 
water, and it ex hilarates him to breathe the 
rarified mountain air. 
This is the effect up­ 
on e ve r y lover of nature.

W ithin a few feet of the source of the Big 
Indian is the source of the West Branch of 
the Neversink. 
Tw o large branches of the 
Neversink, known as the East and W est 
branches’, rise on a plateau of Slide Mountain 
and flow in a southerly direction. 
There is 
a high mountain ridge between them until 
they reach 
Claryvillc, 
Sullivan 
County, 
where thev unite and form the main stream. 
The West*Branch, during a dry season, is not 
as rapid as some other streams, hut when 
swollen by rains it becomes a turbulent river 
that flows with the velocity of a race horse 
In Ulster County it is between eight and 10 
miles in length. 
The main road of that re­ 
gion runs from Clarryville along the West 
Branch until it reaches the uiountaiu top, 
.when it follows the Big Indian through the 
valley of that name to the station on the 
Ulster & Delaware Railroad. The Neversink 
is too fur away from the railroad for single 
day trips. 
Owing to the roughness of the 
road it requires well nigh half a day to reach 
it from Big Indian station. 
But for anglers 
who can spend several days or a week 
at this pastime, fishing and camping out, it is 
a favorite. 
It courses through a dense forest. 
There are but few dwellings in its vicinity 
and a person may fish on its banks for half a 
day or more without meeting any one. 
It is 
heavily shaded, so much so that in some of 
the pools the fish are black. 
There is a wide 
space between the trees on either bank,caused 
by the floods, giving an ex cellent chance to 
throw a fly without entangling the line. 
The 
water is clear as crystal and sparkles like 
champagne. 
There have been many fish in 
this stream. 
A small party once in less than 
two days caught 1,300 trout in lishing five 
miles of the creek.

The prices paid 
were insignifieunt when its great beauty is 
considered. 
A writer in a late number of Outing , after 
describing a number of noted trout streams, 
t 
lias the following to say about the Neversink : 
If I have a preference, it is for a beautiful 
stream like the Neversink. 
There is a great 
charm to me in wading a beautiful, clear- 
running rivtr, with its varied pools, rapids 
and still waters. 
And how pleasant, as one 
turns the corner of a stream, to find a big 
black pool under a waterfall, with perhaps 
two or three big fellows lumping aod feeding 
at the edge of the white foam. 
And then,to­ 
ward evening, when the shadows grow long 
and cool, and the wood-robin pipes up its 
flute-like song, the angler fills a fresh pipe, 
puts on a new leader, with a ginger palmer 
and coachman attached, and, wading into a 
favorite pool, proceeds to cast his flies light 
and true, content with himself and all man­ 
kind, 
No wonder that so many of our great­ 


est men have found rest and recreation in the 
royal sport.”

Indian is the source of the W est Brunch of 
tile Neversink. 
T w o large branches of the 
Neversink, known as the East and West 
brancher, rise* on a plateau of Slide M ountain 
and How in a southerly direction. 
There is 
a high m ountain ridge between them until 
they reach 
Claryville, 
Sullivan 
County, 
w here they unite and form the main stream. 
T he West* Bra Deli, during ad ry season, is not 
im rapid as some other streams, lint when 
swollen fly rains it becomes a turbulent river 
that flows with the velocity of a race horse. 
Iii Ulster County it is between eight and IO 
miles in length. 
T he main road of that re 
Ilion runs from Clarryville along the West 
Branch until it reaches the m ountain top, 
•w hen it follows the Bi# Indian through the 
valley of that nam e to the station on the 
Ulster & Delaware Railroad. The Neversink 
is too fur away from the railroad for single 
day trips, 
Ow in# to the rou#hness of the 
road it requires well ni.^h half a day to reach 
It from Bi# Indian station. 
But for anglers 
who can spend several days or a week 
at this pastime, fishing and (-umping out, it is 
ii favorite. 
It courses through a dense forest. 
T here are but few dwellings in its vicinity 
and a person m ay fish on its bunks for half a 
day or more w ithout meeting any one. 
It is 
heavily shaded, so much so that in some of 
Hie pools the fish an- black. 
There ii a wide 
space lg*tween the trees on ell lier hank, caused 
by the floods, givin# an excellent chance to 
throw a fly w ithout entangling the line. 
The 
w ater is clear as crystal and sparkles like 
cham pagne. 
There have been many ti'h in 
this stream. 
A small party once in less than 
tw o (lays caught I.HOU trout in fishing five 
miles of the creek. 
The weather was of 
course favorable for the sport. 
W hen Un­ 
hook was throw n in the fishj rushed for the 
bait as though famished for food. 
The 
baskets were so quickly filled that it became 
tiresom e to curry them . 
In fact m any fish 
caught were throw n back into the water. Al 
the present tim e a large portion of the West 
Branch is owned by clul*. 
The price* paid 
were insignificant when its great beauty is 
considered. 
A w riter in a late num ber of Outing, after 
describing a num ber of noted trout stream s, 
has the following to say about the Neversink: 
“ If I have a preference, it is for a beautiful 
stream like the Neversink. 
There is a great 
charm to me in wading a beautiful, clear- 
running riv tr, w ith its varied pools, rapids 
and still waters. 
A nd how pleasant, aa one 
turns the corner of a stream, lo find a big 
black pool under a waterfall, with perhaps 
tw o or three big fellow* jum ping and feeding 
at the edge of the w hite foam. 
And then,to­ 
ward evening, when the shadows grow long 
and cool, and the wood-robin pipes up its 
flute-like song, the angler fills a fresh pipe, 
puts on a new leader, with a ginger palm er 
and coachm an attached, and, w ading into a 
favorite pool, proceeds to cast his flit* light 
and true, content with him self and all man 
kind. No wonder that so many of our great­ 


est men have found rest and recreation in the 
royal sport.’’

Trilx*." of Margaretville, went to Hie Beaver­ 
kin stream in the early portion of the week 
and made some good catches. 
Near the village of Port Jervis on W ednes­ 
day five m en went on a fishing trip and re 
turned w ith 450 fine specimen* of brook 
trout. 
Large pickerel arc being hooked in Nassau 
Lake, Rensselaer County. 
Tw o men caught 
68 in eight hours. 
The total weight was IOO 
pounds. 
Black bass are num erous in the waters of 
tilt* Central and U pper 
Hudson. 
Many 
heavy catches were made to day. 
W B. Hall, of Cairo, caught in one day 
this week 48 trout which averaged nearly 
half a pound each in weight. 
It is said 8.000 suckers have I icon caught 
this season la-low the Cotton Mill Falls in the 
Schoharie Creek near Oil tam. 
L Carpenter. Jr., of Poughkeepsie,caught 
a tine mess of bass in the W appingers Creek 
one day this week.

Kaaterskill and of the Grand Hotel will be 
opened on Tuesday. 
Mead’s 
M ountain 
House on 
Overlook 
M ountain has been enlarged since last season. 
Robinson Brothers are the new proprietors 
of the Overlook Mountain House. 
The most 
extended view in the Catskills is obtainable 
from the Overlook. 
All through the range people who enter­ 
tain guests say that the lookings made are 
largely in excess of those of previous years 
at this date. 
Everybody takes an optimistic 
view of the sum m er’s business. 
On every hand the wealth of foliage is 
magnificent, the rains of the past three 
m onths having caused all kinds of vegetation 
to grow luxuriantly. 
T om orrow summer time-tables go into ef­ 
fect on the 
Catskill Mountain railroads. 
Aloro trains than ever before will be run and 
faster time will be made. 
People will be able 
to leave New-York City in the afternoon aud 
arrive in the very heart of the Catskills in 
tim e for supper. 
At Pine Hill many cottagers have arrived, 
including the Rev. Howard Crosby. 
The first hop of the season will l>e held to­ 
night. 
On Tuesday the annual session of the New- 
Y ork Press Association will commence at 
the Hotel Kaaterskill. 
One of the finest valleys in Shandaken is 
now called W oodland, form erly Snyder Hol­ 
low. 


F IS H IN G IN' M O U N T A IN S T R E A M S. 
Fisherm en who have been whipping the 
trout streams up in the Stony Clove and along 
the Big Indian. Ksopus and Shandaken V al­ 
leys say they have caught many fish. There 
is plenty of water in the stream s, and the fish 
bite readily, even at worm bait. 
These wa­ 
ters have been carefully restocked, which ac­ 
counts for the rare luck that lovers of tlfe art 
piscatorial have had and are still having. 
“ 1 love to fish,” said a trout fisherman to 
day. 
“ I love to fish even when I do not 
catch a fish. " 
This man likes to fish because 
he has a fondness for being out-of-doors and 
especially a fondness for strolling along the 
beautiful streams in the Catskills. 
He likes 
the great trees and the moss-covered rocks. 
He likes to look down into deep pools of pure 
water, and it exhilarates him to breathe the 
rarified m ountain air. 
T his is the effect u p ­ 
on every lover of nature. 
Alen find inspira­ 
tion in the woods while throw ing a fly or lis 
tening to the roar of the cascade, ’ is it i 
wonder that Patrick Henry, after spending 
m uch of bis time in fishing, should have biT- 
come one of the most eloquent orators of 
\ lrginia, or that Daniel W ebster composed 
one of his greatest orations while on the 
banks of a ‘.rout stream in his native State ? 
W ashington Irving was not an adept at 
catching fisli, but nevertheless he liked to 
w ander along the brooks and commune with 
Nature. 
He has left the following sketch of 
his experience fishing : 
l or my part. I was always a bungler a t all kinds 
o f spo rt th at required either patience or adroitness, 
and had not angled above half an hoar before 1 had 
com pletely " satisfied the sen tim en t" and convinced 
m yself ot the tru th of Iz »ak W alton's opinion, that 
angling is som ething like p oetry—a man m ust be 
born to ir. 
1 hooked m yself instead of the ilsh; tan 
gled m y line in every tree; lost m y bait; broke my 
rod: until 1 gave up the attem pt in despair, anil 
passed the day under the trees, reading old Izaak; 
satisfied that it was his fascinating vein of honest 
sim plicity and rural feeling th at had bewitched me 
aud not the passion for angling. 
My companions 
however, were more purser ering in their delusion 
I have them at this m om ent before my eyes stealing 
along the border of the brook, w here it lav oi>eii to 
the day. or was merely fringed by shrubs and bushes. 
I see the hitter n rising with boll *iv scream as they 
b reak m upon his rarely invaded haunt; the ktng- 
fisher w a'ching them suspiciously from his dry tree 
th at overhangs the deep black mill-pond in the 
gorge of the hills; the tortoise letting li inself slip 
sidew ays from otT the stone or log on which 
he is sunning 
him self; and the 
panic-struck 
frog 
plum ping 
in 
headlong 
as 
they 
ap ­ 
proach, 
and 
spreading 
an 
alarm 
through­ 
out the w atery world around. 
I recollect also, that 
a fte r toiling and w atching and creeping about for 
th e g reater p ait of a day with scarcely any success 
in spite of all our adm irable apparatus, a lubberly 
country urchin cam e down from the hills with a rod 
m ade from a branch of a tree, a few yards of twine 
and, as Heaven shall help me, I believe a crooket 
pin for a hook baited with a vile earthw orm , and in 
half an hour caught more flsh than we had nibbles 
throughout the day. 
But, uliove all. I recollect the 
go*mI, honest, wholesome, hungry ” repast, which 
we m ade u n dera l>eueh tree just b r n spring of pure, 
sweet w ater that stole out of tile side of a bill; and 
In w . when it was over, one of th e party read old 
Izaak W alton's scene with the m ilkm aid, while 1 lay 
on the grass and built castles in a bright pile of 
clouds until I fell asleep. All this m ay appear like 
m ere egotism ; yet I cannot refrain from uttering 
these recollections, w hich are passing like a strain 
o f m usic over my mind and have been called u p by 
au agreeable scene which I witnessed nut long 
since. 
W ithin a few feet of the source of the Bi 
Indian is the source of the W est Branch of 
the Neversink. 
Tw o lartre branches of the 
Neversink, known as the East and West 
branches, rise on a plateau of Slide Mountain 
and flow in a southerly direction. 
There ' 
a high m ountain ridge between them until 
they reach 
Claryvillc, 
Sullivan 
County 
where thev unite and form the main stream 
T he W est Branch, during a dry season, is not 
as rapid as some other stream s, but when 
swollen by rains it becomes a turbulent river 
th at flows with the velocity of a race horse. 
In U lster County it is between eight and 10 
miles in length. 
The main road of that re 
gion runs from Clarryville along the West 
Branch until it reaches the mountain top 
•when it follows the Big Indian through the 
valley of that name to the station on the 
U lster & Delaware Railroad. The Neversink 
is too far away from the railroad for single 
day trips. 
Owing to the roughness of the 
road it requires well nijjh half a day to reach 
it from Big Indian station. 
But for anglers 
who can spend several days or a week 
at this pastime, fishing and camping out, it 
a favorite. 
It courses through a dense forest 
There are but few dwellings in its vicinity 
and a person m ay fish on its banks for half a 
day or more without m eeting any one. 
It is 
heavily shaded, so much so that in some of 
the pools the fish are black. 
There is a wide 
space lietween the trees on either bank,caused 
by the floods, giving an excellent chance to 
throw a fly without entangling the line. 
The 
w ater is clear as crystal and sparkles like 
cham pagne. 
There have been many fish in 
this stream . 
A small party once in less than 
two days caught 1,300 trout in fishing five 
miles of the creek. 
The weather was of 
course favorable for the sport. 
W hen the 
hook was thrown in the fish] rushed for the 
bait as though famished for food. 
The 
baskets were so quickly filled that it became 
tiresom e to carry them. 
In fact many fish 
caught were throw n back into the water. A t 
the present time a large portion of the West 
Branch is owned by clubs. 
The prices paid 
were insignificant when its great beauty is 
considereid. 
A w riter in a late num ber of Outing, after 
describing a number of noted trout streams, 
f 
has the following to say about the Neversink; 
“ If I have a preference, it is for a beautiful 
stream like the Neversink. 
There is a great 
charm to me in wading a beautiful, clear- 
running rivtr, with its varied pools, rapids 
and still waters. 
And how pleasant, as one 
turns the corner of a stream , to find a big 
black pool under a waterfall, with perhaps 
tw o or three big fellows jum ping and feeding 
at the edge of the w hite foam. 
And then,to­ 
w ard evening, when the shadows grow long 
and cool, and the wood-robin pipes up its 
flute-like song, the angler fills a fresh pipe, 
puts on a new leader, w ith a ginger palmer 
and coachm an attached, and, wnding into a 
favorite pool, proceeds to east, his flies light 
and true, content with him self and all m an­ 
kind. No wonder that so many of our great­ 


est m en have found rest and recreation in the 
royal sport.” 


O T H E K F IS H E R M E N A N D F IS H . 
Representatives of the United States Fisu 
Commissioners are inspecting the U pperH ud 
son, w ith a view to the future propagation of 
salmon 
If the report is favorable an at­ 
tem pt will be made to propagate the fish on 
a large scale. 
It is reported that m any trout have been 
snared in the Catskill Mountain region this 
season. 
T his is not in accordance with the 
game law, but requires more skill than to 
catch the fish w ith bait. 
Leon St. John, of Port Jervis, went to 
Callicoon, Sullivan County, one day recently 
and caught a large mess of trout, many of 
which were over 12 inches in length. 
Dr. W illiam Baxter caught a bass which 
as 22 inches in length and weighed six and 
half pounds in W appingers Lake yesterday. 
He used an eight ounce fly rod. 
The members of the “ Overland Fishing 
Tribe.” of Margaretville, went to the Beaver- 
kill stream in the early portion of the week 
and made some good catches. 
Near the village of Port Jervis on Wednes- 
ay five men went on a fishing trip and re­ 
turned w ith 450 fine specimens of brook 
trout. 
Large pickerel are being hooked in Nassau 
Lake, Rensselaer County. 
Two men caught 
68 in eight hours. 
The total weight was 100 
pounds. 
Black bass are numerous in the waters of 
the Central and U pper 
Hudson. 
Many 
heavy catches were made to-day. 
W . B. Hall, of Cairo, caught iu one day 
this week 48 trout which averaged nearly 
half a pound each in weight. 
It is said 8.000 suckers have Wen caught 
this season below the Cotton Mill Falls in the 
Schoharie Creek near Gilboa. 
L. Carpenter, Jr., of Poughkeepsie,caught 
a tine mess of bass in the W appingers Creek 
one day this week. 
A new flv hook is in the market. 
Tin 
hook is hidden iu a muss of fine silk at the 
head of the fly. 
F. W illiam Tcpo, of Saugerties, caught 
fine mess of trout in the Plattekill Creek one 
day this week. 
Young eels, alive and wriggling, are used 
by Troy anglers for stripped and black bass. 
Norm an Howard, of Hunter, caught 83 
fine brook trout one afternoon recently. 
Young frogs arc the favorite bait for black 
bass iu W appingers Lake. 
H enry Becker, of 
Gilboa, caught five 
large trout the other day.
